The program “SUSPENSE” first wont on the air on June 17, 1942, The many 
collectors reading this are undoubtedly aware that the longest running sponsor 
of it was R-O-M-A Roma Wines, but it began as a sustaining feature, Among the 
many sponsors it had through the years were, in addition-to Roma, Fitch Shampoo, 
Four-Way Cold Tabs, Autolite Spark Plugs ¢- Winston Cigarettes, Parliament Cigar- 
ettes, and Kellog*s All Bran, 

‘ I think the great strength of this show lay in the directing, As almost every= 
one who is a buff of the mystery-horror film will agree, directing can make or 
break a suspense flick, So it was with radio, William N, Robson is protably the 
most famous of the "SUSPENSE" directors, and in my opinion the best. In addition, 
for a while Robson also directed the excellent adventure series “ESCAFE", He had 
a real feel for the taut dramatic aspects of radio entertainment, 

During its 20-year span, SUSPENSE had many, many: famous guest stars, Among 
those who appeared one or more times were Orson Welles, Agnes Moorehead, Preston 
Foster, Dane Clark, Fay Bainter, Edward G, Robinson, Ralph Morgan, Cary Grant, 
Fibber McGee and Molly (Jim and Marion Jordan), Charlio Ruggles y. Hans Conreid, Jim 
Backus, Robert Taylor, Cathy Lewis, and many othors,. 

ng pagan ly added to my eolleetion of old radio programs the alleged very last 
broadcast of SUSFENSE , dated September 30, 1962, That day, as well as axing the 
“SUSPENSE” show CBS aiso dropped "YOURS TRULY.,. JOHNNY DOLLAR", their last two, 
strongholds, What is very sad about the last ee on “SUSPENSE”, titled "DEVIL- 
STONE" is that there was no mention of the fact that it was the last show, after 
20 years not even an acknowledgement! ©

We had a Southern Preacher 
by the name of Rev, Ramsez7 who had a daily program, 
one end of the studio and the old carbon microphone in the other end---and he 
still blew us off the air an average of at least once a day,

' Crosley, Jr. and first went on the air in July of 1921, Tho Crosley company man~ 
_ wufactured refrigerators, washing machines and little automobiles, Many top radio 

personalities got their start on WLW, Ruth Lyons was a top favorite for many years 
' and later carried over into television, “Some wit once stated that "WLW stood’ for 

“Worlds Lowest Wages," 

The discovery of Ivory Soap in 1878 came about by chan accident when a fac- 
tory worker went to dinch: and left one of the blending machines running, The mix-

The Ma Perkins series was given a sixteon week trial run, The plot being 
lifted right out of the rages of women's magazines and pulp fiction of the time, 
_ One of the early plots found Ma Rane from Rushville Center with her trusted 
_ friend Shuffle Shober, to search for buried treasure in central America, Things 
_ really got a bit rough for Ma in the jungle end she was even carried off by a mean 
gorilla, For several weeks the audience was left hanging over a cliff each day 
_ while Shuffle and some of the friendly natives attempted to rescue Ma from the 
hairy clutches of the gorilla (shades of King Kong). 
| Originally the character of Ma was written as a brash gruff nTugboat Annic" 

_ type. Fortunately actress Virginia Payne who played the role, had the fore-sight 
to realize that listeners wovld soon grow tired of this shrewish character, so she 

: gradually mellowed the character until she became the sweet, gentle do-gooder we

In 1934 a young crooncr by the name of Russ Columbo was accidently killed, His 
successful caroor had lasted only four of his twenty-six years but in that short 
_ time he had become tremendously popular, He was idolized by more than a million | 


fans and received almost 2000 fan letters a weok, 
He started up the ladder of success whon he joined Gus Arnhoim’s band at the 
Cocoanut Grove, A talented musician, Russ could play tho violin, the clarinet, 


_ and the piano, but it was his singing voico that made him famous, Almost over 


“Night he became a radio star and ho was heard in Now York over station WZ, At 


about the same time (1931/1932) he began recording for Victor records, Part of his 
crooning style was to hum along as the orchestra would play the instrumontal break 
in the middle of a song, Two of his hits wero "You Gall It Madness, But I Call It 
Love", which becams his theme song, and “Prisoner of Lovo", 

Russ appeared in sovoral motion pictures, including "Wako Up And Dream" and 
"Broadway Through A Kevhole*, He also made porsonal appearances around the 
country; in New York at the Paramount Theator, There he sang from a platform 
suspended from the roof of the theater, over the audience, He appeared on stage 
there too, once with the Hoswoll Sisters, He was billed as tho Romeo of Song, 
Russ Columbo was accidently shot and killed by his best friond, Lansing Brown, a 
photographer, Brown later told detectives: “During my entire conversation with 
Russ, 1l.was absontemindodly fooling with an old Civil War pistol, I was pulling 
back the trigger and clicking it time after time, I had a match in my left hand 
and when I clicked, evidently the match caught betwoen the hammer and the chambor, 
There was an ES cation and Russ slid to the side of his chair", A short while 
later, the young crooner was dead, Among the Pallboarers at his funeral were Mr, 
Gilbert Roland and Mr, Ring Crosby. 

In 1959, twenty five yoars after his death, it was announced that filming would 
soon begin on the Russ Columbo Story, with Don Cornell, I believs, in the title 
role, For some reason, the picture was never made, In the same yoar, RCA Victor 
issued a long play record entitled "Love Songs by Russ Columbo" (LFM 2072) which 
contains thirteen original recordings by The Romeo of Song,
